Oil Supply Shrinks. 

Mr. Hoover repo:ted among other 
things that investigation by his de- 
partment had disclosed that the coun- 
try’s domestic sources of oil could 
last only a generation. and that for- 
eign nations were rapidly pre-empting 
the available foreiga oil-bearing ter- 
ritory. He added, however, that 
through the voluntary measures tak- 
en by the oil industry to expand its 
holdings abroad there is measurable 
assurance of future supplies under 
American control. 

As to the general business situation, 
the commerce secretary declared the 
outlook was “so improved over a year 
ago as to he incomparable,’ despite 
the inequalities still exscting in the 
price levels betwen various’ commodi- 
ties and between wage-earners and 
farmers. 

“Some relief,” une said, “could be 
given to the fram:r by readjustment 
of railway rates in such a fashion 
as to impose larger burdens upon high- 
priced commodities and lower rates 
on primary produte. A greater re- 
lief would be given if he were provid- 
ed with adequate transportation. Fur- 
ther relief would ve given by the pro- 
vision of an adequate credit system 
to meet his needs of loans for periods 
in excees of federal reserve tacilities 
and at nearer the commercial rates of 
interest.”

AVOID PNEUMONIA. 
This is the pneumonia season, 
and reports from the larger cities, 
especially in the north and east, 
are undeniably alarming. New 
York has 16. per cent more cases, 
as of the past week, than during 
the same week a year ago, and the 
death rate is considerably higher. 

There appears to be a slight 
wave of the old 1918 influenza 
Sweeping Over the country, in a 
milder form, and epidemic only in 
sections. 

It all impresses the importance 
of taking every precautionary step 
that is sane and reasonable to pre- 
vent pneumonia, or other illness 
that is so liable to lead to that 
dread disease of respiratory organs. 

To reduce the danger of con- 
tracting the pneumonia infection 
it is necessary to obey rigidly the 
elementary laws of physical hy- 
giene, which are simple enough, 
but imperative— 

Keep clean, inside and outside, 
is one of the most outstanding. 
Eat moderately and regularly, and 
avoid indigestion, or clogging the 
Stomach. Drink plenty of pure 
water and keep the kidneys active 
-——to this and use plenty of butter- 
milk, ff practicable. Wear. the 
proper clothes indoors and out, 
keeping the body an even, com- 
fortable temperature without sub- 
jecting it to. alternating extremes. 
Get plenty of rest, avoid worry, 


ment in the bud—particularly a 
cold—before it gets a running start. 
Call in a physician promptly when 
the health seems impaired. 

If people will behave, and act 
sensibly, pneumonia’s alarming 
mortality will be greatly reduced. 

It is necessary, too, that parents 
should be equally as careful with 
their children, and _ particularly 
watch their diet, and avoid their 
getting overheated or over cold. 
Theit feet should always be. kept 
warm and dry, and their wraps put 
on and taken off when going out 
and indoors.

epecac has two serious drawbacks as 
a first aid remedy. First, it takes 


from 10 to 15 minutes to act, in most | 


cases, and in many cases at any rate 
that would be too long to wait. And 
second, it sometimes fails to act at all. 
So I ingude another emetic for 
emergency use, which I will deseribe 
later. 

The classical use for syrup of ipecac 
is croup, One or two teaspoonfuls 
may be given a young child with 
croup to induce vomiting, which re- 
laxés the spasm of the larynx and 
relieves the breathing. If it fails to 
work within 15 minutes, a second 
dose may be given. And that 
enough for the time being. The same 
line of treatment hag always been 
relied on to clear mucus and fluid 
from the chest and breathing passages 
of a child choking up with bronchitis. 
Very small doses, just a drop or two 
of syrup of ipecac, given in water, 
every two hours, will act as a stimu- 
lant expectorant in cases of bronchitis 
in the earlier stage when there is 
much dry irritating coughing. ‘This 
should seldom be continued more than 
two days. Ipecac has the reputation 
of doing good as a local medicament 
in chronie inflammation of the gums, 
when the gums bleed easily and are 
spongy, perhaps even in the condition 


o 
known as pyorrhea. 


It is applied in 
very dilute solution, rubbed on the 


gums once daily or on the toothbrush. | 


A drop of two of the syrup in an 
ounce or two of water will serve the 
purpose. 

Copper Sulphate Solution. 

In emergencies such ag poisoning 
when a prompt emetic is required, 
ipecas is too slow. I know of nothing 
so quick and sure as a solution of one 
grain of copper sulphate in a -table- 
spoonful (half an ounce) of water. 
This acts with all the liveliness of a 
rubber ball. In my own emergency 
outfit I carry a small vial of one 
grain copper sulphate tablets for the 
purpose. For the family medicine 
cupboard IT would suggest a solution 
of two grains of copper sulphate in 
an ounce of water, labelled “emer- 
gency emetic, dose one tablespoonful.” 
Copper sulphate makes a blue solution 
—it is commonly known as blue 
vitriol, blue stone, and_ is_ itself 
poisonous, though not in the quanti- 
ties I have recommended. Unlike ipe- 
cac, its emetic action seems to be at- 
tended with little or no nausea or 
depression. Ipecac acts both locally 
on the stomach and systematically 
on the nerve center controlling vom- 
iting. Copper sulphate acts only 
locally on the stomach. Of the two, 
supposing a child has swallowed a 
poisonous tablet. copper stlphafe 
would be infinitely better to give as 
an emetic. (Correspondents please cut 
out and sav@ these items if they wish 
to preserve themy No conies are ,avail- 
able to distribute by mail.)

Gave Whisky to Boy.

We had been to my farm, which my) 
brother superintends tor me _ while 
l am in Atlanta, and were going back 
to my father’s home. 


previous Clarence Dyal had given our 
Little brother, Seaborn, Jr., who is 14 
years old, a glass of corn whisky, and 
that while the boy was under its in- 
fiuence, Conley Dyal, who is 20 years 
old or more, had set or him and beaten 
him badly. e 

“We remonstrated with him and he 
flew into a rage. Guy and he came 
tu blows. Guy was able to handle 
loyal, so I stayed out of it until Dyal 
ticked up a machine hammer out of 
his truck. Then I pitched in. We 
were separated and we left Dyal and 
went on home. I stayed at my fa- 
ther’s home. Guy went on to his 
farm. 

Awakened by Firing. 

“Friday morning about 7:30 o'clock 
[| was awakened by a crash of shot- 
gun and rifle fire about 250 yards 
from the house. I heard Guy scream 
for help. I jumped out of bed, pulled 
On my pants, grabbed my shotgun 
and ran out. I met him staggering up 
the road. He was wounded in the 
knee and back. He was unarmed. 
Seven of the Dyal family were stand- 
ing a hundred yards or more down 
the road, shouting threats at us. I 
fired the one shell I(had in my gun 
at them, but I think they were too 
far away for the shot te~have taken 
effect. 

“I couldn’t fight the seven of them 
with one shotgun and my 
unarmed and wounded, to take care 
et, so I helped him in the house. 
They Dyals went away. My brother 
said the Dyals had apparently been 
lying in wait for him. 

Warrants for Dyals. 

“As soon as we got a doctor for 
Guy, I went to Hazlehurst and swore 
out warrants for the seven Dyals. 
While there I heard that K. D. Dyal 
had bought $50 worth of ammunitior 
during the afternoon from the Wilson 
Hardware company.” 

Hall denied that he and his brother 
were Mormon preachers, as early news 
reports had stated. 

The Dyals for whom warrants were 
issued were Clarence, Walter, Sult, 
Charlie, all brothers; Conley, son of 
Clarence; K. D. Dyal, uncle of Clar- 
ence, and Napoleon Dyal, son of K. D. 
Dyal. The last two are farmers. 
The others are employed by Mack 
Hall, a turpentine operator, accord- 
irg to Paul Hall.

‘Caused Massacre 


By Turks He Says 


Bishop Cannon Arraigns 
France for Leaving Arme- 
nians to Fearful Fate. 


New Orleans, December 10.—Vio- 
lation by France of its agreement to 


protect Armenians was responsible in 
» large measure for the slaughter of 
Christians in Turkey, according to 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
who addressed a mass meeting here 
today at the First Methodist church 
in the interest of Near East relief. 

“There never was a more shame 
less desertion of a people than that 
of the Armenians by France,” Bish- 
op Cannon said. 

“When the Turks were defeated in 
the world war, the French told the 
Armenians that if they joined them 
in defeating Germany that when the 
war was over Frunce would see they 
had protection. 

Left at Turk Mercy. 

“Instead, France slipped in the 
back door and signed a treaty with 
the Angora government of which no 
other nation had any knowledge un- 
tii it was completed. Then without 
notice the French army evacuated 
and left the Armenians at the mercy 
of the Turks. The abandonment of 
the Greeks by France was bad enough, 
but the abandonment of the Arme- 
nians is too horrible to be long 
thought of.” 

Bishop Cannon has just returned 


(from the Near Fast where he went 


to investigate conditions as chairman 
of the Near East relief committee of 
his ehurch. He was in Constantino- 
ple at the time of the burning of 
Smyrna. 

The bishop quoted M. Briand, at 
the time premier of France, as saying 
that France would take a mandate 
over the territory as a matter of duty 
to the Armenians and also quoted M. 
lYoincare, then president of France, 
ac pledging protection to them. He 
also read decoded official messages 
tc the Turkish gover.iment ordering 
the “white massacre” of 1915 in 
which 1.000.022 Armenian men, wom. 
en and children were driven up and 
down the Mesopotamian desert until 
800,000 perished of starvation and ex. 
haustion. 

Should Be. Penned. 

“The Turk should be penned up 
like any other mad dog,” Bishop 
Cannon said. “The Christian na- 
tions of the world should have told 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha when he tel- 
exraphed the conference in Geneva 
he could not be responsible for any 
massacres, that. the world would not 
permit further massacres of Chris- 
tians. 

“T am not a fighting man. I do 
not believe in wars, but if this coun- 
try had invited the other nations to 
join us with their warships and ma- 
rines, not to fight the Turks but to 
proteet the Christian population, the 
Turk would have understood and the 
slaughter of Smyrna would not have 
ceeurred,” . 

Bishop Cannon arraigned not only 
the policy of the United States in 
regard to the Turks, but of the other 
died nations as well. He said that 
international law had become so in- 
faised with commercialism that hu- 
manity and human life were matters 
of last consideration, giving way in 
all negotiations before concessions for 
railroads, oil and other privileges.

Indianapolis, December 10,—Repre- 
sentatives of the International Typo- 
graphical Union of North America,

LEAVING MONROE 
AND GOING NORTH 


‘Juliette, Ga., December 10.—(Spe- 
cial.) —It is reported that during the 
past several weels scores of negroes, 
mostly farmers, have gone to Kansas 
City, Detroit, Philadelphia and other 
industrial cemters, many taking their 
families with them. 

Scores of others are expected to 
leave, as those who have already left 
and secured jobs have written to their 
friends and relatives at home of fancy 
wages they can get in the east and 
west. 

It is believed the principal cause 
for so many negroes leaving here are 
boll weevil conditions, scarcity of jobs 
and wages they can get in the big 
industrial cities. 

Pian New Crops. 

Production of crops in the county 
may be curtailed if farmers find it 
difficult to get tenants. However, the 
labor shortage may not be seriously 
felt as most of the farmers have im- 
proved farming machinery and cotton 
will be raised on a small scale. 

A large number of planters will 
experiment on a large Scale with the 
growing of flax, pimento peppers and 
tobacco next year. A considerable 
acreage was planted in pimentos this 
year’ and the growers realized large 
profits.

Taylor, land in this state is splendidly 
adapted to flax growing an he is con- 
vinced the industry could be made a@ 
profitable one in this section. 

Will Try Tobacco. 

Tobacco can be grown successfully 
in Monroe county has been demon- 
strated by J. H. Blissett, a farmer 
living several miles from here. Mr. 
Blissett planted abut half an acre ip 
tobacco in front of his house and 
gathered a large crop, and several 
other farmers in different parts of 
the county report excellent crops 
of tobacco. As a result of their suc- 
cessful experiment, a large numberof 
planters plan to plant tobacco next 
year, and it is believed the industry 
can be made a profitable one in this 
county in a few years.

dared to think of. From Strasburg 
and Metz, the Tyrol, the Trentino, 
Istria, -Croatia, Slovakia, Transyl- 
vania, Macedonia, Ionia, the Wallons 
cf Belgium and the Danes of Schles- 
wig derived confidence in the morrow. 
lt was at the Alsace-Lorraine fire- 
side that the oppressed peoples re- 
hindled their resolve to live and to be 
free. Alsace and Lorraine provided 
the substance of these hopes, of these 
resolves. And, by an achievement of 
justice, the same treaty which liber- 
ated these peoples caused the message 
of freedom to shine forth resplendent 
throughout Europe. Americans are 
too proud of their own history not, 
— that we are proud of 
this. 

But there is not only sentiment; 
there is the fact. There is not only 
the ideal; there is security. I have 
frequently recalled the anxious his- 
tory of Europe and of France from 
1871 to 1914. I showed the German 
tentacles extending, from the North 
sea to the Mediterranean, all over 
central Europe, and the Mitteleu- 
ropa menace barring the continent 
from Antwern to Bagdad. Today 
Germany, always docile to the teach- 
ings of pan-Germans, is seeking a 
new formula on the Russian side for 
her as yet unrealized ambitions, 
which remain none the less the same. 
Against this peril the map furnishes 
no other guarantee save those allow- 
ec for by the treaty. The independ- 
ence, the security of Poland, of Bo- 
hemia, of the little entente have he- 
come factors in the independence and 
the safety of France, of Belgium, of 
Italy. And one can not imagine that 
French, Belgian and Italian inde- 
pendence and security can be a mat- 
ter of indifference to Great Britain 
and the United States, unless we 
assume that these two countries went 
raving mad in 1914 and in 1917, re- 
spectively, and although people have 
seid many things they have not yet 
said that.

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AMERICA TO 
GET OLYMPIC 


Lausanne, December 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Baron Pierre | 
de Coubertin, founder of the Olympic 


games, and president of the Interna- 
tional Olympic committee, which has 
its headquarters in Lausanne, on the 
occasion of a reception he gave in 
honor of the delegates to the Near 
East peace conference, made an im- 
portant statement with reference to 
the future of Olympic games in the 
United States and the co-operation 
of Germans in the games. The re- 
ception was attended by members of 
all the delegations to the peace con- 
ference. 

Baron de Coubertin as president 
of the International Olympic com- 
mittee, said he did not believe Eu- 
rope has the right any longer to 
monopolize the Olympic games. 

“There is something astounding in 
the way we on this side conatant- 
ly ask the Americans to come to 
us, without faciwg the possibility of 
ever going to them,’ lhe declared. 
“It will be the International Olym- 
pic committee’s duty to make the 
Olympics henceforth a much more 
American affair than ever before. 
Then, we must think of our numer- 
ous friends and followers in Far 
Eastern Jands. South American and 
African interests also have to be 
taken into consideration. 

The Paris Games. 

“Such a moveemnt can not be 
governed on a Single-centered plan. 
The plan must at least be elliptic. 
As to the Paris games of 1924. it 
is not our business to criticise the 
way they are prepared. Each city, 
when once it is chosen as the seat 
of coming games, should be allowed 
to act freely in accordance with its | 
methods and spirit. We feel confi- 
dent that Paris finally will do its | 
best and prove worthy of the occa- 
sion. 

“The right of Germans to compete 
at Olympic games stands above dis- 
cussion. Olympics are based on the 
rule that al] the games are for all | 
the nations.

In his annual address ag president

He traced a bit of the growth 
of athletics in colleges and sehools 
und made an earnest plea for the new 
faculty member. That part of his ad- 
dress which bears on this subject fol- 
lows: 

“Bighteen years ago there was cre- 
eted in the south the so-called accred- 
ited school system. Year by year new 
schools are added to the list until now 
nearly every school is accredited. Just 
as there has been an increased devel- 
opment of athletics in the colleges, 
just so has this increase gone for- 
ward with this high school develop- 
ment.

The postmaster general in his an- 
nual report just submitted. says 
that the service is now in Opera- 
tion in 756 towns and 1,120 carriers 
are employed throughout the coun- 
try. He said: “The small increase in 
this service during the fiscal year, 
1922. is due to deferred extens.on 
nending action by the congress on 
the question whether in view of the 
small size of the villages and tuwns 
and the existing postal facilities in 
these places the expenditure of pub- 
lic funds is warranted. However, 
the appropriation was not discon- 
tinued but was increased, and the 
service is gradually being establish- 
ed in those towns and villages where 
the requirements are found to be 
complied with.” 

The poliey of th: department is 
that village service may be estab- 
lished in vi.lages where the receipts 
of the postoffice are $5,000 and the 
population is 1,500, anid that there 
shall be substantial compliance witb 
the requirements for ci y delivery in 
the matter of sidewalk improvements, 
House numbers and receptacles at 
private dwellings are required. The 
distinction between city delivery and 
villazve delivery relates to the size 
of the place, as the service is the 
same.

TWENTY-TWO DIED 
IN RECENT ’QUAKE 
ON JAPAN ISLAND 


Tokio, December 10.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Twenty-two persons 
were killed in the recent earthquake 
on the Shimabara peninsula on the 
island of Kiushua, according to an of- 
fieal announcement today. This is con- 
sidered conservative as efforts are be- 
ing made to allay tbe fears of the in- 
habitants, who are panic stricken. 

Eearthquakes were reported also at 
Aomori and Hakodate. but no details 
have been received. The shocks con- 
tinued for more thanthirty hours 
without interruption. Unofficial es 
timates place the death list in _excess 
of 100. Most of the casualties "were 
caused by houses collapsing. In some 
places the land sank three feet. Many 
bridges were destroyed. 

The quakes were felt witb 
severity at Fukuoka. The most 
serious situation. officiale said, was 
on the island of Kiushui. All the 
shocks were attributed to the vol- 
eanoes on Mount Azo, 

Residents of Shimabara haye fled 
from their homes and sought refuge 
at Nagasaki. where many of tne 
wounded also were taken. Shocks 
continued to be felt today. ‘The first 
shock was the most violent since the 
disaster on Sakurajima island in 
1913, when 300 were killed. The 
voleanoes of Unzen and Azo are. en- 
tering an active period after nine 
vears of comparative quietness, ac- 
cording to experts.

New York, December 10.—An 
vestigation of charges that foreign 
contract laborers have been put te 
work in railroad repair shops has 
been instituted by James J. Davis, 
secretary of labor, it was announced 
tonight by David Williams, secretary 
of the central strike committee of the 
metropolitan district for the railroad 
shop workers. 

Mr. Williams filed a formal com- 
plaint with Secretary Davis last 
week asserting that forty English me- 
chanics were employed in the Coxton 
shops of the Lehigh Valley railroad 
and German mechanics wearing the 
German army uniform were working 
in the East Hartford engine. house 
of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad. Both these lines 
bave refused to settle their differ- 
ences with the striking shopmer, Mr. 
Williams said, and he charged foreign 
workers wgre brought in to take the 
places of strikers. 

Secretary Davis, in reply to Mr. 
Williams, said his department has 
begun an investigation, adding: 

“Tf it is found that importation of 
men is actually going on it will be 
promptly stopped.” °. 

“TI agree with you entirely,” Sec- 
retary Davis wrote. “that every ef- 
fort should be made to keep cheap 
foreign labor out of competition with 
American Jabor, when such competi- 
tion means hardship and suffering to 
our ewn people, and ultimately to 
our prosperity.

TREASURY TO PAY 


BILLION FRIDAY 


Will Disburse Huge Sum 


curities and on Public 
Debt. 


Washington, December 10. —Friday 
will be a “billion dollar day” at the 
treasury. ‘The ‘nation’s finance de- 
partment on that day will disburse in 
cash or securities $700,000,000  do!- 
lars to holders of victory notes which 
have been ealled.. for redemption, 
$200,000,000 to holders of maturity 
treasury certificates. of indebtedness 
and $100,000,000 in interest in the 
public debt. 

The victory notes called, on which 
interest will cease December 15, bear 
the distinguishing letters A, B, C, D, E 
and F before the serial number. 

In connection with the Friday pay- 
ments the treasury is offering $400,- 
000,000 of 4 1-2 per cent notes ma 
turing in two and one-half years, and 
an issue of $400,000,000 of treasury 
certificates, one series maturing in 
three months, bearing 3 1-2 per cent 
interest, and the other bearing 4 per 
cent interest and “Yinaturing in one 
year. Holders of victory notes called 
for redemption or of certificates ma- 
turing Friday may exchange them for 
the newnotes and certificates, or 
may pufchase outstanding liberty or 
treasury bonds, or either treasur; 
notes at prevailing market prices, 

Friday also will see the last quar- 
terly payment of income and profits 
taxes this year, and Secretary Mel- 
lon estimates the payment will be 
around $275,000,000. The treasury 
has about an equal amount in the gen- 
eral fund and this, with the tax re- 
ceipts and the funds derived from the 
sale of the notes and new certificates 
of indebtedness, will be available te 
meet the billion dollar outgo and leave 
something to help pay off the war sav- 
ings certificates issued in 1918 and 
maturing January 1.

Angora Will Probably Be- 
come National Capital 
Under Kemal Regime. 


Lausanne, December 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.) — Congtantinople 
has probably ceased to be Turkey’s 
capital for all time; it remains the 
seat of the caliphate and the religious 
center of Turkey and the Moslem 
world, but helpers in the construction 
of nationalist Turkey have no thought 
of re-establishing Turkey’s political 
heart within range of foreign war- 
ships which may enter the Dardanelles 


and the Bosphorus. 

After centuries of world importance 
as the capital of the Byzantine and 
Ottoman empire, Constantinople will | 
be relegated to a place of unimpor- 
tance. Angora has proved,a safe ref. 
uge for Mustapha KemaPs national 
assembly and it will probably become 
permanent capital.
